Every move 
made by the people ha* been in a line da- 
noting a progressive spirit and a desire to 
be np to the times so far as her resources 
will permit und her needs demand, there- 
fore the locg anticipated event o£ the 
completion of the water works, the most 
important improvement the city has ever 
become interested in, is fully appreciated, 
tor in nothing has the city been sa far be~ 
hind the world as in her flro protection' 
Our people have not guzed upon tho OQ-

The tower is built two hun- 
dred yards distant from the pumping 
works upon a pretty elevation ot land, 
one ot the highest points in . the city, 
whioh is 40 feet above the Jovel o!

It is octagona.'jin shape, oG 
feet in diameter at toe base and 30 teot at 
the top. The walls at tho base are 8 
foet thick, and the structure is one of tiia 
most massive pieces ot mason work pat 
up in this country. On top of the (tower 
is a tank SO feet in diameter and 20 foot 
deep, made of 3 inch cypress lumber. 
The capacity of the tank is (100,000 gal- 
lons. The tank is neatly finished on the 
outside and on top is acapoJa surmount- 
ed by a flag stall 16 feet long, on tho top 
of whioh is a big golden ball. "Well built 
stairs in the interior of the (tower lead to 
the bottom of the tank and on the out- 
side of the tank is a stairway to the roof. 
A balcony is formed around the top 
of the tower at tho base of the tank, 
affording a fine "look out" point for any 
who desire to exercise themselves to 
reach it. Tho wood work of the tower 
and tank is elaborate in finish, nothing 
whatever was slighted and it will long 
last a specimen of the excellent work o£ 
the Eclipse Wind Engine company, the 
contractors.

The works arejaupplied with water from 


a well 30 feat in diameter and 35 feet 
deep, with a never failing flow oi water of 
very superior quality according to chem- 
ical analysis. The well is walled with 
brick, and is to be roofed over, being 
absolutely tight and impervious to ani- 
mals Bad insects which usually infest or- 
dinary wells. The sinking of the well has 
been one of the most difficult and tedious 
operations in connection with tlie con- 
struction of the works.
